Refurbishing of 
City Hall on 
Council agenda

City Council will be asked tonight to 
authorize an application for state grant 
money to refurbish City Hall into a com­ 
munity and recreation center in the 
event of a new Civic Center. 
The city is awaiting final approval of a 
federal grant which would allow the con­ 
struction of a new Civic Center on a 
Floresta Park site. If everything follows 
design, city employes would move into 
the new structure late in 1978. 
The present City Hall — a circa 1940 
m ilitary USO building — is then 
scheduled to be transformed into a com­ 
munity and recreation center. 
But. according to a report to council by 
Administrative Assistant Rocky Fluhart, 
the building needs $395.000 worth of 
refurbishing and equipment to make the 
transition to a city recreation center. 
In a telephone interview this morning, 
Fluhart said the City Hall roof leaks, thè 
heating is poor — ‘‘it can be very hot in 
one part of the building while it is cold in 
another section” — and the walls and 
floors are not asthetically pleasing. In 
the report, he said structural repairs 
also are needed for the electric system 
and plumbing. 
Further remodeling would open up 
some of the office partitions in the 
building into one large multi-purpose 
room 


The city wants to apply tor a grant un­ 
der the Urban Open Space and Recrea­ 
tion Program to finance 75 per cent — 
$296.250 - of the $395.000. Earlier this 
year, Lompoc was awarded a $90,000 
grant from the same state program for 
development of College Park. 
The remainder of the renovation costs 
would come from city funds Outlined in 
Fluhart’s report, city financing would 
break down to: Community Develop­ 
ment Block Grant, $50,000; development 
fees. $30,000; and Parks and Recreation 
Department capital outlay, $18,750. 


Fluhart said the city wants to get its 
application filed because the grant could 
be awarded within four or five months. 


“Conceivably,” Fluhart said, “ the 
grant could be made available around 
the first of the year. This would give us 
time to hire an architect, go out to bid 
and we would be ready to go when the 
city moves into the new building.” 


The administrative assistant said he 
believes Lompoc has a good chance to 
land a grant from the $3,590,400 Califor­ 
nia has allotted for cities, counties and 
park districts this year. 


“ It is a very competitive program, but 
this is a good project The state is look­ 
ing for low to moderate income areas 
and we qualify there. They want high 
density areas and the center would be in 
the middle of a high density zone. Also 
they are looking for non-duplicated 
projects and. of course, it would be the 
only recreation center in the city.” 


Fluhart also disclosed the city has con­ 
tacted the U.S. Department of Energy 
about funds for a possible solar heating 
and cooling system for the building. 


“ If a solar system is possible,” 
Fluhart said, “ the city would like to in­ 
volve Cai Poly and UCSB students in the 
project. We think they might be in­ 
terested in it as a learning experience 
and we could get some valuable 
technological help." 


The City Hall structure has been 
projected to be used for sports activities, 
arts and crafts programs, cultural ac­ 
tivities. community meetings and as a 
teen center. In addition, the Park and 
Recreation Department’s offices would 
be relocated in the building. 
Fluhart said “ It would not be un- 


reasonable” to estimate the building 
with remodeling and refurbishing would 
last for at least 20 years. 
City Council meets at 7:30 p.m. in the 
School Administrative Board Room at 
1301 North A St. 


Panel okays 
property 
tax relief 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - A two-house 
legislative conference committee has 
reached agreement on a plan to give the 
average California homeowner a $230 
property tax rebate next year, but the 
proposal still faces a shaky future. 
Committee members agreed Monday 
that the $855 million first-year cost of the 
bill (SB154) may be too costly for the 
state budget surplus when added to cost­ 
ly school finance legislation. 
Sen. Nicholas Petris, DOakland, 
chairman of the property tax panel said 
he felt a compromise between the school 
and tax plans was possible, but added, “ I 
hope we can get education to cut.” 
Under the plan, about 60 per cent of 
homeowners would receive relief while 
90 per cent of the state’s renters would 
receive an average $113 payment. 
The bill earmarks a total of $550 
million for homeowner relief in the 1977- 
78 fiscal year and $305 million for 
renters. Also included is elimination of 
the business inventory tax, which would 
cost $443 million in the 1978-79 fiscal 
year. 
The final compromise in the bill was 
made when the committee adopted a 
proposal to increase relief by $25 million 
for persons earning $15,000 to $30,000 an­ 
nually. Petris said boosting state aid for 
middleincome homeowners was neces­ 
sary to quiet criticism of the plan by 
some Assemblymen. 
Homeowners would receive relief 
based on a formula which matches in­ 
come and the worth of a home. 
California renters earning less than 
$20,000 would receive relief based on a sl­ 
iding scale, but those with incomes over 
that amount would receive the current 
$37 tax break. Renter relief would be 
divided among persons living in the 
apartment or home. 
Separate legislation would limit state 
and local government spending increases 
to hikes in the cost of services plus 
growth. 
Among other sources, revenue to 
finance the plan would come from in­ 
creasing to 75 per cent the amount of 
capital gains subject to state taxes. 


Acting MH director 
appointed by board 


Dr. Hardin C. Branch, a contractural 
employe of the Mental Health Depart­ 
ment for several years, was appointed 
Monday as the acting mental health 
director succeeding Dr. Charles Allen, 
who resigned after a critical report of 
the administration of the department 
was issued by the County Grand Jury. 
County Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D 
Johnson recommended Dr. 
Branch’s appointment after meeting 
with “ various persons.” He said Dr. 
Branch was qualified to fill the position 
until a permanent director is appointed. 
Meanwhile, Johnson said while there 
will be future meetings regarding selec­ 
tion of a permanent director, his office 
will also carry on with its directive of 
studying possible merger of the depart­ 
ment with County Health Care Services. 
No conclusions seen 
in report on Lance 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The com­ 
ptroller of currency’s report on the 
financial activities of Budget Director 
Bert Lance next week will be a long sum­ 
mary of facts without conclusions, ac­ 
cording to sources familiar with the in­ 
quiry. 


It will leave it to President Carter to 
decide whether to refer the findings to 
the Justice Department for criminal 
prosecution, the sources said. 


The comptroller’s office is the federal 
agency that regulates national banks, 
Responsibilites include assuring the in­ 
te g rity of fin an cial assets and 
administration. 


It has used more than 30 investigators 
to gather information about Lance’s ac­ 
tivities at two banks he headed before 
joining the Carter administration in 
January. 


The report by Comptroller John 
Heimann will make "no recommenda­ 
tion for prosecution, nor a finding of guilt 
or innocence,” U PI was told Monday.

Heimann said he would have “ no 
further comment on the inquiry relating 
to Mr. Lance until (his) report is 
finished, which should be soon.”

Lance played tennis with Carter on 
Sunday, and on Monday, when White 
House press secretary Jody Powell was 
asked whether the two discussed the in­ 
quiry, he quipped: 


“ I imagine the President brought it up 
whenever Bert was getting ready to 
serve.” 
He added: “ I am sure that Bert’s — 
the matter of the comptroller’s inquiry 
and so forth — was mentioned during the 
tennis thing, but there was no detailed 
discussion of it at all,” Powell said. 
Asked if Lance offered to resign or if 
Carter asked for his resignation, Powell 
declared, “ Absolutely not.” 
Lance was president of the Calhoun, 
Ga., First National Bank before his elec­ 
tion as president of the larger National 
Bank of Georgia in January, 1975. 
Four months later, through stock op­ 
tions and loans, Lance acquired 162,929 
shares of NBG stock, according to a 
statement on file with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, 
Lance bought 148,000 of those shares 
with a $2 6 million loan from Manufac­ 
turers Hanover Trust Co. of New York. 
Shortly after the loan, NBG moved its 
interest-free 
“ correspondent” account 
from another New York bank to 
Manufacturers Hanover. 
A memo in Lance’s file at Manufac­ 
turers Hanover dealing with the loan 
mentions “ 20 per cent of the facility.”

The pace of Lompoc park develompent 
has quickened recently, promising in­ 
creasing transformation of weedy lots 
into city recreational facilities. 
“ There are probably more things (in 
parks and recreation) going on right now 
than there has ever been in the City of 
Lompoc.” Mike Siminski, parks com­ 
missioner, commented. 


While College Park — about 4.5 acres 
between Lompoc High School and the 
Lompoc Shopping Center — is yet bare, 
actions for development are proceeding. 
The city’s Architectural Review Com­ 
mittee has approved B K B Associate’s 
third submission of building plans for a 
half-acre, seven-court racquetball 
facility for College Park. 
After building permits are issued and 
contracts awarded, "W e can expect to 
start construction on 15 October ’77,” 
B.K.B. reports, “ and hopefully be hitting 
racquetballs by 15 April 1978 ” 
Meanwhile, development of the rest of 
College Park would be under way. The 
City Council has approved the hiring of 
Earthplan, a Santa Barbara architec­ 
tural firm, to design plans for landscap­ 
ing the park and equipping it with such 
facilities as parking lot, picnic areas, 
rest rooms, par course and band stand. 
The city has $120,000 to develop 
College Park, about enough for the job, 
Parks and Recreation Director Jack 
Anderson said. Lompoc received $90,000 
last month in an Urban Space and 
Recreation grant and $30,000 from the 
city in a 75/25 per cent collaboration with 
the state. “ I hope to have our portion of 
the park completed within 12 months,” 
Anderson said. 
Betides the racquetball facility, a 
skateboard park may locate at College 
Park. Bid requests for construction of a 
Lompoc skatepark have been mailed to 
developers. Responses are due by August 
25 
In Lompoc’s southern section, Beattie 
Park — at Fifth Street and Olive Avenue 
— also awaits development. 
Beattie Park currently offers only a 
children’s sandbox area and playground 
equipment. Development plans include a 
picnic area, tennis, horseshoe and shuf- 
fie board courts. 
Lompoc has committed both $104,000 
received from a 1974 state park bond act 
and $90,800 from a 1976 bond issue to 
development of Beattie Park. 
In attempting to increase available 
funds, the city has applied, for the se­ 
cond time, for Land and Water Conserva­ 
tion funds to match the $104,200. 


If. this November, the state again 
rejects Lompoc’s grant request, the city 
plans to spend the money immediately 
for Beattie’s parking lot, rest rooms and 
picnic equipment. 
However, the city will again compete 
for matching Land and Water Conserva­ 
tion funds with its 1976 state park bond 
allottment of $90,800 “ This way we at 
least get some development in, as little 
as it is, but still have funds to apply for 
the grant the following year,” Anderson 
said. 
In summary, the city has at least 
$195.M0 for the Beattie Park project It 
may possibly increase that amount from 
$286,000 to $300,000 
Successful grant requests would 


produce enough money to pay for “ Phase 
I and II” — to cost about $270,000 — of 
the four-part park plan. In all, Beattie 
Park’s development should cost about $1 
million, Anderson said. 
On the eastern side of Lompoc, some 
five acres of grass are planned for in­ 
stallment at the 245-acre River Park 
The city this year has budgeted about 
$11,000 for landscaping and water line ex­ 
tension at the park. The work should 
reach completion by this December, ac­ 
cording to Anderson 
The city has another $10,000 to install 
concrete flooring and tables around 
Ryon Park’s new barbecue. Anderson 
said The facility would seat a group of 
125-150 persons

Rainstorm s sent by a faraway 
hurricane splashed scattered areas of 
Southern California Monday and today, 
loosing flash floods that sent water a foot 
deep into homes and stores and cut 
desert highways. 
Interstate 15, the main road from Los 
Angeles to Las Vegas, Nev., was covered 
with mud and partially washed away 
between Baker and Barstow. stranding 
thousands of motorists in desert towns 
and truck stops. 
An estimated 4,000 persons jammed 
Baker— population 600 — overnight until 
shortly before dawn when the Highway 
Patrol began escorting some south­ 
bound cars and trucks through the one 
lane open on the fourlane highway. 
Northbound traffic was expected to re­ 
main blocked until some time this morn­ 
ing. 
Northern Imperial and Eastern San 
Diego counties were the hardest hit 
areas, but flash flood watches were in ef­ 
fect for the mountain and desert areas 
from San Bernardino to the Mexican 
border. 
The storms were set off by warm, 
moist air surging northward from 
Hurricane Doreen, whirling in the 
Pacific almost 1,000 miles to the south 
off the tip of Baja California, Mexico. 
Rain pelted suddenly down on the 
Imperial County town of Brawley Mon­ 
day afternoon and downtown 
shopkeepers reported water “ coming 
over the curb” and flowing nine inches 
deep into stores Cars stalled in two feet 
of water in downtown intersections, 
police reported. 
“ We are inundated.” a police dis­ 
patcher said “ The water is just settling 
and seeping into buildings. Two city 
blocks of businesses have up to nine in­ 
ches of w ater,’’ he said, with 
shopkeepers calling for sandbags 
He said the damage was worst in the 
downtown area, with few homes af­ 
fected The flooding was not as bad, he 
said, as that caused by Hurricane 
Kathleen a year ago. and was receding 
today 
Twenty to 30 luxury homes at the De 
Anza Desert Country Club in eastern San 
Diego county, valued at $100.000 to 
$200,000 apiece, were flooded by a wall of 
water that poured out of a canyon Club 
Controller Jean McClellan described the 
flooding as "a disaster.” 
Ocotillo Wells, a small town in eastern 
San Diego County heavily damaged by 
similar rains from Hurricane Kathleen 
last September, was reported flooded 
again. 
In the popular desert resort of Palm 
Springs, the temperature plunged from 
107 to 84 as a thundershower broke over 
the city. Winds of up to 60 miles per hour 
scoured the desert and hurled clouds of 
abrasive sand into the city outskirts, pit­ 
ting automobile finishes 
A U.S. Forest Service Ranger reported 
seeing a funnel cloud over Barton Flats 
in the San Bernardino National Forest, 
but there were no reports of twisters 
touching down 
An avalanche of water, mud and rock 
struck Interstate 15, partially washing 
away a mile of the southbound lanes and 
covering the northbound lanes with an 
estimated four tons of mud, rocks and 
debris, the California Highway Patrol 
said. 
Road posted due to fire dangers

With brush and forest fire dangers 
mounting each day now, the Board of 
Supervisors took action Monday to have 
Refugio Rd. — linking Santa Ynez Valley 
with the county's coastal area — posted 
to discourage its use by outsiders 
County Fire Chief William Patterson, 
who said it appeared there was a firebug 
on the loose in the region, will work out 
details of posting Refugio and any other 
forest area roads where residents are 
requiring protection 
Former Gov. Ronald Reagan and Mrs 
Reagan, who have a ranch atop Refugio 
Pass, were among 28 persons living 
along lonely, winding Refugio Rd. who 
signed a petition requesting closure to 
non-residents of Refugio Pass Rd and 
East Camino Cieio Patterson was in­ 
structed to determine what restrictions 
could be put on East Camino Cielo Rd as 
well as roads in other similarly en­ 
dangered areas in the Santa Ynez Moun­ 
tains. 
It was recalled that the devastating 
Refugio Fire was started accidentally 
near the top of the pass More recently, 
the killer of UC Santa Barbara coeds 
dumped a body of a victim alongside the 
roadway. 
Chief Patterson said he wasn’t sure yet 
whether the area from Santa Ynez 
VaUey to the top of the pass would be 
posted. 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund, of Lom­ 
poc, presented the petition to the board 
and requested the closure. 
But the board agreed with Supervisor 
William Wallace, of Goleta, that while 
the county had the power to restrict use 
of or close county roads to the public in 
emergency, it lacked funds for strict en- 


forcement by fire or law enforcement 
autthorities. 
• Wallace’s idea, accepted by the board, 
was to have roads posted, and routine 
patrols instructed to stop and cite out­ 
siders. Area residents could also have 
citizen arrest powers 
Mrs Amelia H Danelius. 2375 Refugio 


Pass Rd , circulated the petition and ap­ 
peared before the board to ask for 


protection. She said the fire danger in 
the canyon was “ extreme” and pointed 


to the narrow, steep and winding road as 
making evacuation and use of 
firefighting equipment difficult 
All-out effort under way 
to end Ethiopian dispute 


ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (UPI) - The 
Soviet Union and Afro-Arab nations are 
increasing efforts to avert an all-out war 
between Ethiopia and Somalia despite 
slim chances for success, diplomatic 
sources said today. 
Since Somali forces attacked 
Ethiopia's southeast Ogaden desert 
region last June, the dispute between the 
neighbors on the horn of Africa has 
deteriorated rapidly until diplomatic 
sources judge it to be on the verge of full- 
scale war. 
It escalated Monday when Somalia ac­ 
cused Ethiopian warplanes of bombing 
northern Somalia. Somali president Siad 
Barre put his country on a virtual war 
footing and warned an Ethiopian inva­ 
sion was near. 
The Soviet Union — the main arms 
supplier to both socialist regimes — has 
been trying to keep the friendship of both 
antagonists and has been stepping up ef­ 
forts to avert an all-out war, the sources 
said. 
African Arab nations belonging to the 
49-member Organization of African 
Unity also are trying to mediate a settle­ 


ment, the sources said, despite the 
failure of a recent mediation bid by an 
OAU commission in Libreville, Gabon. 
But the diplomats said they believe 
there is little chance the peace in­ 
itiatives will succeed at this stage in the 
confrontation. 
Ethiopia has charged regular Somali 
troops are engaged in the Ogaden 
fighting, but the Mogadishu regime has 
said the fighters are Ogadenborn Somali 
guerrillas who want to annex the Oregon- 
sized region to form a “ greater 
Somalia.” 
Mogadishu radio Monday quoted three 
Ethiopian officers who surrendered 
recently as saying they had seen no 
regular Somali troops involved in the 
fighting, only "freedom fighters of the 
Western Somali Liberation Front.”

emergency legislation and thus

Conception site 
developed He said it would put 
to work many unemployed con­

Jones said he felt the state 
does not mean to slight you, 
but it is the only way they can 
eliminate the hassle and the red 
tape to come from the State 
Coastal Commission ’

announced today that its

Pacific Offshore Pipeline Co — 
is in contract negotiations with 
Exxon USA for the purchase of 
natural gas from the Hondo 
Field in Santa Barbara Chan­

The gas was discovered by 
Exxon in 1969 in conjunction 
with an oil discovery on leases 
acquired from the federal 
government in 1968 
Under terms of the proposed 
contract, gas deliveries would 
be scheduled to begin in 1979 
Southern California Gas Co. 
said, however, that delivery of 
these gas supplies by 1979 as­ 
sumes that Exxon can maintain 
its current project schedule for 
startup of its offshore facilities 
in the Santa Barbara Channel 
The gas company also stated 
that permits for an onshore gas 
treating facility will be applied 
for from Santa Barbara County

Water commitments 
bound by election 


Any commitments to the county 
for State Project water by 
water purveyors now being sur­ 
veyed as to future needs would 
be binding only in the event the 
voters approve a bond issue to 
finance distribution of Feather 
River water in the county, the 
County Flood Control and 
Water Conservation District 
board decided Monday 


The directors — who also are 
the county supervisors — 
agreed to submit a resolution to 
potential subscribers for State 
Project water for transmittal 
back to the county. 


T his w ill allow county 
authorities to get a better han­ 
dle on what water purveyors 
feel they will need in sup­ 
plemental water supply from 
Feather River if the State 


Project is extended into this 
county. 


Last Spring, the district 
authorized the County Water 
Agency staff to send out in­ 
quiries to some 26 potential 
purveyors as to their future 
supplem ental water needs. 
Thus far, only the Santa Maria 
Valley Water Conservation 
board has responded to say it 
could make a commitment at 
this time as it has no delivery 
system, only a ground water 
recharge project. 


However, Supervisor Robert 
Hedlund, of Lompoc, said Lom­ 
poc is interested in filing a com­ 
mitment for 2,500 acre feet of 
State Project water. Hedlund 
looked askance at a Water 
Agency staff presentation of 
current and projected State 


water deliveries which in­ 
dicated the city of Lompoc an­ 
ticipated a need for 3,300 acre 
feet, excluding the Federal 
Correctional Institution, for 
municipal and industrial use.

Goleta, said the staff 
report also apparently had

State bingo laws eased 
to allow more activity 


Restrictions on the state 
bingo law adopted last year 
have been eased to allow more 
groups to run bingo games. 
The original law allowed 
bingo licenses only to “corpora­ 
tions organized and operated 
e x c lu siv e ly for re lig io u s 
charitable, scientific, literary 
or educational purposes, or for 
the prevention of cruelty to 
children or animals." 


In an amendment signed by 
the Governor July 7, 1977. bingo 
permits are now allowed to be 
obtained from the City Clerk by 
labor, agricultural or hor­ 
ticultural organizations, frater­ 
nal societies, business associa­ 
tions, non-profit pleasure and 
recreation clubs, mobile home 
park associations and senior 
citizens groups 


Although the law allows a 
minimum charge of $50. the 
city of Lompoc will continue to 
issue permits to groups who 
qualify free of charge The per­ 


mit is good for five years 


According to a statement by 
Lompoc City Attorney Alan 
Davidson, despite the broaden­ 
ing of permission as to who 
might obtain a bingo permit, 
there is still a restriction that 
any profit to be taken from the 
gam e sh a ll be used for 
charitable purposes only 
“ Profit” is defined as the 
money left over after game 
prizes are awarded to winners. 


The rules concerning how and 
where games are to be played 
are strict and should be careful­ 
ly followed, warns Davidson 
For instance, a $10,000 fine is 
imposed should “any person 
r e c e iv e or pay a p rofit, w a g e or 
salary from any bingo game " 


When applying for a permit at 
city hall, the applicant should 
be sure to obtain a copy of the 
governing state which explains 
the specific guidelines for runn­ 
ing a bingo game.

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W ar against Big Sur fire 
finally nearing victory

The war fought by nearly 
6,000 firemen against the vast 
Big Sur blaze in the rugged 
m ountains near the central 
California coast is finally pay­ 
ing off after two weeks of 
frustration 
The U.S. Forest Service an­ 
nounced Monday night that 
crews have established dug-out 
lines all around the 130,500-acre 
fire called Marble Cone in the 
Los Padres National Forest. 


The lines along 107 miles have 
been control-burned on both 
sides for insurance Crews to­ 
day set fire lines along the sides 
of the last 14 miles. 


Federal officials raised the 
containment figure from 50 to 
60 per cent. A spokesman said, 
“We are finally getting a handle 
on this one ” But there was no 
estim ate on when there would 
be full containment 
Since they began battling the 


lightning-caused 
blaze, 
fire 
crews have been hampered by 
gusting winds, low humidity 
and dense smoke which kept air 
tankers from zooming in on the 
flames with borate 
Drought-stricken 
California 
was not so lucky in the north 
Two big fires near the Oregon 
border were raging through 
tim b e r and b ru sh in the 
Klamath National Forest with 
no immediate prediction of con­ 
tainment 


Forest rangers said now that 
the lines have been established 
in the M arble Cone fire , 
firefighters have been able to 
set effective “ backfires" into 
the oncoming blaze. A spokes­ 
man said some 20 sum m er 
cabins in Miller Canyon have 
been saved by “ backfires" and 
dug-out lines 


And the line established 
between the north end of the 
fire and the 2.000 homes in 


Carm el Valley was holding 
well. The flames cam e within 
eight miles of the ham let, and 
residents have been told there 
will be early notification for 
evacuation if the fire crosses 
the line. 
In the K lam ath N ational 
F o rest, 
the 
Fong-H am m el 
blaze has charred 9,800 acres 
with 1,500 firemen on the lines. 
T hree hundred fire fig h ters 
were on the scene at the 2,500 
Hog Ridge blaze. They com­ 
pleted a three-mile line with 2 Vi 
miles still untamed 
In th e Sequoia N ational 
Forest, the Bear Trap fire eight 
miles from Lake Isabella has 
ruined 900 acres of brush and 
timber, and the Long Canyon 
fire 100 miles south of Bishop 
has charred 140 acres 
And in Riverside County in 
southern California a lightning- 
sparked fire raced through 100 
acres five miles northwest of 
Lake Elsinore

Leftists pelt British 
police in demonstration 


BIRMINGHAM, 
England 
(UPI) — Leftist dem onstrators 
pelted police with rocks and 
bottles, injuring at least 10 of­ 
ficers, in a second attem pt to 
break up meetings of rightists 
who want blacks and Asians ex­ 
pelled from Britain 
The leftists became enfuriat- 
ed and shouted. “ Kill the pigs! ” 
as police frustrated their at­ 
tem pts to rush a meeting of the 
rightist National Front party in 
a school building Monday night 
Led by a youth in a red shirt 
carrying a red flag, the leftists 
lunged at the police line, fling­ 
ing rocks at policemen as they 
came At least 10 officers were 


injured, but the line held 
Several National Front mem­ 
bers arriving late were a t­ 
tacked by the mob, and one man 
was thrown to the ground, 
shouting and screaming as he 
was kicked and punched 


The melee was sim ilar to a 
riot Saturday in the southeast 
London borough of Lewisham, 
where police fought the leftists 
to keep them from disrupting a 
rightist march against blacks 
and Asians 
More than 50 
policemen were injured and 200 
dem onstrators arrested

problem ” 
Hodda said there was a "firm 
conviction" by both Assembly 
and Senate committee mem­ 
bers not to approve any legisla­ 
tion that would result in a 
property increase for its first 
five years 
Hodda, and Assemblyman 
Dixon A rn e tt, R-Redw ood 
Creek, agreed that one of the 
main problems in the com­ 
plicated school finance plan 
was how to finance future in­

The com mittee had agreed on

Growing older 
Keeping the

To many citizens the Social 
Security System is an often- 
c ritic iz e d and m ysterious 
bureaucracy. It taxes wage earners 
to support those who do not work 
and penalizes beneficiaries who 
want to work. 
And it isn’t a dole or other form of 
government handout. 
It is an 
earned right 
Social Security at its 
inception was originally planned to 
give elderly Americans an income 
base for retirement. 
Today nearly every American 
family is affected in some way or 
other by Social Security; either as a 
beneficiary; a worker who con­ 
tributes from his wages; the dis­ 
abled; and the widows and children 
of persons who were covered by 
Social Security. 
Ninety-three per 
cent of almost 22 million Senior 
Citizens are eligible for Social 
Security, but it is estimated by the 
Bureau of Census that in 1980 there 
will be 24 million, and early in the 
21st century more than 40 million 
elderly citizens will be eligible for 
Social Security benefits. 
The figures I read vary, but a good 
estimate is that on the third of each 
month 33 million people one out of 
every seven Americans, receive 
Social Security checks with a 
percentage of the beneficiaries 
counted among the disabled and 
dependents. And the Social Security 
program puts it high on the list of 
government agencies and depart­ 
ments when it comes to spending 
money. In 1976 Social Security paid 
out $3 2 billion more than it took in, 
and will pay out $4 5 billion more 


than it is estimated it will take in 
during the current year. 
I am one of the 33 million who de­ 
pends upon the monthly Social 
Security check to pay my living ex­ 
penses 
And I confess to being 
worried that the Trust Fund would 
soon be depleted; that instead it 
would prove to be a sinking fund, 
with the plug pulled out and the as­ 
surance of continuing benefits flow­ 
ing down the drain 
I was a charter member of the 
system and began paying into Social 
Security in 1937, But as I checked 
the records I realized that at that 
time only $30 a year was being 
withheld from my salary 
And I 
figure it out roughly that if I was 40 
years younger today and earning the 
same approximate base pay I would 
be contributing a little less than 
$1,000 to the Social Security 
program. 
Today there are 108 million people 
contributing from wages for support 
of the elderly and their dependents, 
the disabled, and the widows and the 
children of persons who had con­ 
tributed to Social Security. But they 
will also be keeping in operation a 
program which will take care of 
themselves when they reach the age 
of retirement or can’t work. 
President Carter has sent to 
Congress his plans to restore finan­ 
cial stability to the Social Security 
System. 
Among them, he proposes to 
replace Social Security tax money 
lost during periods of high un­ 
employment with monies from 
general revenues To shift revenues 
from the Hospital Insurance Fund to 


the Old Age, Survivors and 
Disability Trust Funds. To remove 
the ceiling on the amount of money 
an employer will pay based on an in­ 
dividual s salary. I believe it would 
solve many problems if the Social 
Security 
Administration 
were 
returned to its original status as an 
agency for the elderly only, indepen­ 
dent of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 
And then we come to the narrower 
issues which affect us personally. 
Eliminate or raise considerably the 
ceiling on outside earnings to permit 
us to work without facing penalties 
of losing some or all of our 
Social Security beneiits. Shouldn’t 
the adjustment of monthly benefits 
to keep up with the spiraling cost of 
living be made twice a year instead 
of annually? And shouldn’t a more 
realistic evaluation be made of 
today’s medical costs to fully reim­ 
burse the elderly for the money they 
must spend to keep healthy and 
alive? 
Social Security regulations are 
complex, and I have found myself 
often slightly bewildered when I 
receive contradictory answers when 
I seek information 
I know readers of this column also 
have questions about Social 
Security

Old 'College 
Hal 
' remembered 


By KING MERRILL 
With the Santa Ynez Valley 
having attained a reputation as 
a top tourist mecca, the old 
College Hall in Santa Ynez to­ 
day would enjoy a business 
w hich co u ld s im p ly be 
described as ‘ booming.” 
But, the old, once pretentious 
two-story frame structure is no 
longer a part of the Santa Ynez 
scene 
In fact, it hasn’t been 
since 1935 
In its heyday, 
however, it was “the place to 
stay .” 
A valley landmark for nearly 
half a century, the hotel on 
Sagunto Street in Santa Ynez 
was built in anticipation of the 
boom expected when the stan­ 
dard gauge Southern Pacific 
Railroad would be extended as 
far inland as Santa Ynez and 
Los Olivos 
Its name was derived from 
that of the first seminary es­ 
tablished in Alta California, by 
the first bishop of Alta Califor­ 
nia. Francisco Garcia Diego at 
Old Mission Santa Ines 
The 
sem inary was called “ El 
Colegio de Nuestra Señora del 
Refugio” (College of Our Lady 
of Refuge) 
The College Land Syndicate 
was organized in 1888 in Santa 
Ynez and in the same year 
began construction of the 
College Hotel, a two-story 
redwood structure which cost 
$30.000 to build 
C o m p leted 
in 
1891, 
it 
resembled a medieval fortress 
with battlements and turrets, 
railed upper gallery, a captains 
walk cupola and a penthouse 
with what was described as a 
magnificent view of the Santa 
Ynez Valiev 


F or som e tim e it was 
managed by the late Felix Mat- 
tei, founder of M atteis Tavern, 
a stage-rail stop in Los Olivos. 
The new hotel gained a 
reputation as a “dressy” es­ 
tablishment which demanded 
evening gowns for the ladies 
and for the men — black ties, 
white shirts, stiff collars and 
cuffs and diamond studs. 
The registration book showed 
that g u e sts enjoying the 
hospitality of the hotel came 
from as far away as England, 
C anada. 
Italy, 
G erm any, 
Scotland. 
Mexico, Jap an , 
France, Turkey. Hawaii and 
Austria, as well as the 38 states 
which existed in this country at 
this time. 
Blackface minstrels and tour­ 
ing opera companies often paid 
for their lodging by entertain­ 
ing the guests 
Twice a day stagecoaches 
would stop at the hotel and old- 
time drivers roomed there 
between runs 
As years went on, however, it 
becam e evident th a t the 
Southern Pacific would never 
run its rails through the Santa 
Ynez Valley 
Eventually, even 
the stagecoach trade was lost 
when the Concord line stopped 
running in 1901 
Follow ing ow nership by 
s e v e ra l o th e rs , M ich ael 
Hourihan took over manage­ 
ment of the hotel in 1910. 
He 
removed the turrets, the battle­ 
ments and the cupola which 
were all damaged by the drill­ 
ing of woodpeckers 
D uring this period, the 
College Hotel assumed the role 
of a boarding house Included 
among the boarders were many 
of the Santa Ynez Valley High

R ogers, d is tric t 
secretary, said there is a pos­ 
sibility that a report may be 
forthcoming on the district's 
application for $900.000 in loan 
and grant funds from the 
Farmers Home Administration 
iFmHA) for expansion of the 
community’s water system, in­ 
cluding creation of a new well 


and expansion of the reservoir. 


Board members are also ex­ 
pected to conduct what perhaps 
will be the last screening of the 
three “finalist” candidates for 
the position of manager of the 
district. 
The post is being 
vacated by Kenneth Updike at 
the end of the year. Updike has 
held the job since formation of 
the district in August of 1958 


The list of applicants, who 
came from all parts of the 
country, originally numbered 
39 
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School teachers. 
The property was purchased 
in 1930 by Mrs A M. Dolbeck, a 
realtor of Santa Barbara 
The demise of the College 
Hotel came on Saturday, June 
9. 1935 when it was consumed 
by flames The fire, according 
to newspaper accounts, started 
at about 2 a m and took the en­ 
tire building and its contents. 
It is believed the fire was 
caused from an overheated 
water heater in the rear of the 
building 
In less than hours, 
despite efforts to save the 
structure, it lay in a heap of 
ashes 
It was said that firemen from 
the one-time Jonata Park sta­ 
tion on the state highway north 
of Bueliton responded to the 


fire call but were unable to cope 
with the mass of flames due to 
the insufficient supply of water. 
The College Hotel was one of 
three built in the county as part 
of a chain to service stage 
coaches traveling from Los 
Olivos over San Marcos Pass to 
Santa Barbara and for the 
Southern Pacific Railroad 
which never came into being. 
The other two hotels were in 
Los Olivos and Carpinteria. 
Both of the latter had also been 
previously destroyed by fire. 
The Old College Hotel was 
located at the intersection of 
Edison and Sagunto Street in an 
area now occupied by the Santa 
Ynez Valley Grain and Milling 
firm and the office of Chip Han- 
ly, building contractor. 


Plans contained in a County 
Department of Transportation 
map proposing the creation of 
two major four-lane roads in 
the Santa Ynez area are op­ 
posed by the Santa Ynez Com­ 
munity Services District. 
District directors saw the 
first time at a meeting the 
maps which indicate future 
development of Edison Street 
from Highway 246 north to 
Highway 154 as well as a sec­ 
tion of Sagunto, the present 
main street of the town, from 
Edison to Meadowvale. as four- 
lane arteries. 
Board members expressed 
the view the creation of the 
four-lane roads would tend to 
divide the community in regard 
to the Edison proposal and 
agreed that four laning of both 
Edison and Sagunto would not 
“be in the best interest of the 
community.” 
As a result, the board agreed 
to have a representative of the 
district attend a public hearing 
on the road expansion proposals 
at a meeting to be conducted in 
October in Santa Barbara. 
Previously members of the 
Santa Ynez Valley Advisory 
Committee at a session last 
week expressed strong objec­ 
tions to other four-lane plans 
for a number of roadways in the 
Valley. 
These include Alamo 
P in ta d o R oad, B ase lin e 
Avenue, Refugio Road and 
Highway 246 (Mission Drive) 
through Solvang 
The advisory group also ex­ 
pressed displeasure with a plan 
for a four-lane southerly bypass 
of Solvang and an extension of 
Alamo Pintado Road west 
through Alisal Glen, a housing 
development, Rancho Santa 
Ynez Mobile Estates and the In­ 
dustrial Center 
In addition, the advisory unit 
agreed unanimously to reject 
the bypass route from Alamo 
Pintado to Alisal. 
It also ac­ 
cepted the circulation subcom­ 
mittee’s recommendation that 
all four-lane road development 
in the valley be scrapped 
In other action at their 
meeting, Santa Ynez District 
Directors authorized selection 


of two board membegs to serve 
on a committee to consider the 
selection of a sanitation land 
disposal site as a local alter­ 
native rather than connect with 
the Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District plant. The com­ 
mittee members were asked to 
confer with property owners in 
the area 
Depending on the information 
generated by the committee, a 
district spokesman said there 
was a possibility that the board 
would conduct a sp ecial 
meeting later this week to dis­ 
cuss the results of the commit­ 
tee’s investigation. 
It was also noted that the dis­ 
trict’s application for financial 
assistance in creating a com­ 
m unity 
sanitary disposal 
system amounting to $500,000 in 
loan and $750,000 in grant funds 
from the Farmers Home Ad- 
minstration (FmHA) was not 
based solely on Santa Ynez 
proceeding with a joint powers 
agreement with SMID 
Jacqueline Chiapella. SYCSD 
secretary, said FmHA officials 
have indicated there would be 
no problem in switching to a 
local alternative 
The funding 
would be used for the “solution 
of the problem and not tied to 
any particular alternative,” she 
declared. 
The board also allocated 
$37,500 for operating expenses 
which represents an increase of 
$1,500 over last year 
The 
budget was upped because of 
anticipated additional expenses 
connected with the proposed 
sanitation disposal project 
The directors also set a 
general tax rate of 75 cents 
which is 25 cents less than last 
year. 
The decrease was at­ 
tributed to an increased valua­ 
tion of the district

Halicki tops Dodgers for

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - San Fran­ 
cisco pitcher Ed Halicki likes it in Los 
Angeles 
In leading the Giants to a 6-3 victory 
over the Dodgers Monday night. Halicki 
beat Los Angeles for the fifth straight 
time in Dodger Stadium during the past 
two years, the second time this year in 
Los Angeles 
The Dodgers have defeated the Giants 
nine times this year and lost twice, both 
losses to Halicki 
This is a great place to pitch." 
Halicki said 
Tve said it before, but I 
have to say this is a super mound They 
beat me twice at Candlestick and I've 
won twice here so we’re even for this 
year. 
"I really psyche myself up here. I had 
a super fast ball and a good breaking 
pitch so I knew I just had to hit the spots. 
I've given up so many games on my 
curve ball that I ’ve shied away from it in 
my late innings and stuck to my fast ball. 
After I got a four run lead, I said, settle 
down and you’ve got it won ’" 
Halicki boosting his record to 10-9. 
gave up a two-run homer to Bill Russell 
in the third and a solo blast to pinch- 
hitter Lee Lacy in the fifth but allowed 
only three other hits before being 
replaced by Gary Lavelle with two run­ 
ners on and two out in the ninth 
Lavelle got the final out to notch his 
17th save 
Gary Thomasson started a Giants' se­ 
cond inning uprising with a double and 
scored ahead of Terry Whitfield's sixth 
homer off loser Rick Rhoden, 13-8 With 
two out and Halicki aboard on a fielder’s 
choice, center fielder Rick Monday drop­ 
ped Derrel Thomas’ fly ball for a two- 
base error Rob Andrews then singled 
home two unearned runs.

The man on the mound was the same, 
but the year and the circumstances were 
different. 
Traces of the baby face remained but 
the greying temples let on that a wiser, 
more mature man was standing on the 
mound at J-M Park with a softball in his 
hand. 
For Joe Moeller, playing softball in a 
recent charity game brought back some 
fond memories. 
“I haven’t hit two out in one game 
since little league," he grinned. 
A good guess would indicate that 
nobody thought to tell the former Los 
Angeles Dodger he was playing on a little 
league field, but why spoil the fun’’ 
In his years with the Dodgers (1964- 
'71 > Moeller was used as a spot starter 
and reliever, but mostly Joe collected 
splinters from the bench on the bullpen 
because when a team has Don Drysdale 
and Sandy Koufax, relief pitchers tended 
to do a lot of sitting in those days. 
What about "those days" as compared 
to the present day Dodgers? Are the two 
teams comparable? 
“ I think with the team the Dodgers 
have now. Drysdale and Koufax would be 
30-game winners. In fact I ’d like to be 
pitching right now with all the runs they 
are scoring," Moeller said prior to his 
softball debut in Lompoc. 
"When I was pitching the standing joke 
was was when you went out and pitched 


ashutout the best you would come out is a 
tie ball game,” Moeller said with a 
straight face. 
Moeller was alluding to the fact that 
the early edition of the Dodgers relied on 
the speed of Muary Wills to get one run 
then the strong armed pitching staff to 
make the one run stand up nine innings. 
"Now they are scoring five, six, seven 
runs a game and naturally I wouldn’t 
mind pitching again if I got that much 
support.” 


Moeller says the basic structure of the 
Dodgers hasn’t changed because they 
still have the speed with Davey Lopez 
and Bill Russell, "but they are also get­ 
ting the home run power from (Ron) 
Cey, (Steve) Garvey and (Dusty) Baker. 
"They have got five or six guys that 
can hit the ball out of the park so you add 
that to the running and that’s the only 
change the Dodgers have gone through.” 
But it is an important change. 
As a team the Dodgers should hit more 
runs this year than any other year in Los 
Angeles. 


It used to be when the San Francisco 
Giants played in Los Angeles, 
sportswriters were forever pointing out 
Willie Mays, Willie McCovey and Jim 
Ray Hart had more home runs between 
them than the Dodgers, but 10 years does 
make a difference. 
With so many home runs going out of a 
ball park (Dodger Stadium) that, until 


recently gave up very few, Moeller was 
asked if the ball was indeed livelier. 
"They have proven this year that the 
ball is carrying 25 feet further than in the 
past and whoa you’re talking about 25 
feet, you’re talking about a ball being 
caught on the warning track as opposed 
to being a home run,” Moeller said with 
a bit of envy. 


* • * 
Pitchers have always had their own 
"tough outs.” No matter how bad a hit­ 
ter was doing against the rest of the 
league, certain hitters would give cer­ 
tain pitchers fits. With Moeller it was 
Joe Pepitone. 
“ Everything I threw at the plate he 
hit. McCovey gave me some trouble but 
not as much as Pepitone.” 


* * * 
In 1971, Moeller’s career came to an 
end with the Dodgers, so the slender 
righthander did the'next best thing. 
" I asked Mr. O’Malley to send me to 
Hawaii and you would be surprised the 
money a ball player could make playing 
for a Triple-A team.” 
Moeller said players in Hawaii could 
earn close to $30,000 a year, which puts 
part of the myth that life in the minor 
leagues is a struggle, to an end. 
Moeller "hung it up” as they say in 
baseball, in 1973 and pursued a business 
career in real estate. 
But the pangs of working in baseball 


have hit Moeller and at the present time, 
he is making public appearances for the 
Dodgers. 
Would Moeller like to get back onto 
baseball in another capacity?” 
“ Two weeks ago Jeff Torborg, my 
roommate with the Dodgers, and now 
the manager of the Cleveland Indians, 
called me and asked me if I wanted to be 
the pitching coach for the Indians next 
season. 


" I ’m thinking very seriously about the

NEW YORK (U PI) - Some guys have 
it and some don’t. 
Personalties like Joe Namath, Arnold 
Palmer and Reggie Jackson consistently 
generate their own publicity without 
even trying and people keep showing an 
uncommon curiosity in what they are do­ 
ing even when they don’t happen to be do­ 
ing much at all. 
Then there’s the other type, in­ 
dividuals who do their jobs and do them 
well, yet they seldom receive much men­ 
tion and nobody seems to know they’re 
alive. Some of those who come to mind 
are performers such as A1 Cowens, Tom­ 
my Casanova and Jerry Sherk. 
In the case of A1 Cowens, when referr­ 
ing to him, more often than not it is 
necessary to add that he is the young 
man who keeps his batting average right 
around 300 with the Kansas City Royals 
and does a good job for them regardless 
where Manager Whitey Herzog plays 
him, in right, left or center field 
Same thing with Tommy Casanova, 
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who is with the Cincinnati Bengals and is 
as good a defensive back as you’ll find in 
the National Football League And those 
who go up against him as well as those 
who play alongside him will tell you 
Jerry Sherk of the Cleveland Browns 
may be the finest defensive tackle in all 
football, but he’s lucky if they spell his 
name right in the paper. 


Somehow, everytime I think of such 
exceptionally capable but overlooked 
men like Cowens, Casanova and Sherk, I 
also think of A1 Geiberger. That’s A1 
Geiberger, the golfer. 
"He’s so good, he’s boring,” says John­ 
ny Miller, one of his fellow com- 
mpetitors, who ain’t half bad himself 


Among the more illustrious names on 
the golf tour, the slender, 39-year-old 
Geiberger is much lesser known, so 
bland and almost faceless. In fact, he 
probably could quit the tour and it might 
be at least three months before any of 
those who follow golf on the tube would 
miss him, but don’t ever get the idea 
those who compete against him are un- 
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aware of his presence. 
"H e’s the best player out there,” 
Miller said during the U.S. Open in 
Tulsa "He has the best swing and the 
most controlled game The way he plays, 
he should’ve won 50 tournaments 
already.” 
Geiberger hasn’t come close to that 
figure but he isn’t exactly killing snakes 
out on the course, either. 
Last year, he was fifth among all the 
money winners with a total of $194,821 
and he isn’t starving this year. So far, he 
has picked up $84,626. The only major 
championship he has won was the PGA 
title in 1966 but he didn’t go home empty- 
handed Sunday from this year's PGA at 
Pebble Beach, Calif., where he earned 
$9,300 for finishing in a sixth-place tie. 
Geiberger seldom plays a bad round of 
golf (he finished only four strokes behind 
new PGA champ, Lanny Wadkins). He 
never raises his voice, never gets into 
any controversies, never wears any 
flamboyant clothes. All he does is go out 
there, shoot his 70 or 71, sometimes 68 or 
69. pack up his clubs when he’s finished 


and go on to the next stop. 
What A1 Geiberger really does is blei 
in with the landscape and if it bothe 
him that he seldom gets the kind 
publicity that some of the others d 
you’d never know it because he nev 
says boo about it. 
"I grind ’em out,” he says, smili 
almost self-consciously. “ I don’t ma 
big charges.” 
Geiberger set a PGA record for 
holes with a 13-under-par 59 during t 
second round of the Memphis Classic 
June and there was quite a bit made 
that, as it should’ve been. He seem 
less excited over his accomplishmc 
than anyone else. 
But that’s Geiberger, always low k< 
ing his own accomplishments 
"I don’t play an exciting game,” 
says. " I play a repetitious Gene Littl 
type game It’s my way. When John 
Miller says I ’m boring,’ I think what 
means is the repetitiveness of my swir 
Besides, that boring feeling he tal 
about is what I’ve worked for all the 
years.”

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Darrell Evans isn’t bashful about ad­ 
m itting he picked up a lot of baseball savvy from his mother. He 
got a lot of useful advice from an aunt, too. 
While most youngsters learn the sport from their fathers, the 
San Francisco Giants’ outfielder — as though trying not to raise 
the ire of feminists — said his mother played an equally im portant 
role with his father in his baseball development. 
There is good reason for that, however. 
Evans’ mother, for years, was one of the top women professional 
softball players in the country. Playing under her maiden nam e, 
Eleanor Salazar, she starred with her sister, M argaret, with the 
Pasadena, Calif., Ram blers and a team from Monterey Park, 
Calif. 
"They were the two best players on the team ,” Evans proudly 
revealed in the Giants' cavernous clubhouse one evening. “ My 
mother retired when I was about 10, but I rem em ber watching her 
and my aunt play. 
“The biggest thing they tell me, though, is that when I was six 
weeks old, my mother left me with my grandm other because she 
had to play a series of games in Arizona. 
"M om ’s 52 now, and can still hit and throw pretty good." 
Women’s softball, now making some inroads in the United 
States, was a popular sport in Southern California during the 1950s 
with the still-infant television industry picking up games for home- 
viewers. 
It should be noted, however, that the Salazar sisters, both out­ 
fielders, weren’t the only talented stars in the family. A brother, 
Dave Salazar, played for 14 seasons in the Pacific Coast League. 
"Hey Let’s not leave out my Dad," Evans added. "He (Dick 
Evans) didn't play professional baseball, but he was quite a 
basketball player in the AAU ranks 
"W hat it boils down to is we re a very close, sports-oriented 
family. Even now, when we get together for a family picnic (dur­ 
ing the off season in Southern California) we have about 30 
relatives playing a wild game of softball." 
Everybody, Evans said, pitched in and helped in honing his 
skills. Starting in the tots leagues and on up. he said, someone was 
there to instruct him. 
When Dad was at work. Mom played catch with m e," he said 
"Dad coached me on techniques and anticipating plays. After 
games, he’d emphasized mistakes by pointing them out. That’s 
how I learned the game. 
"Dad knows as much about baseball as anybody I know But 
Mom was just as involved as he was. I didn’t hesitate asking her 
questions. With their background, there was no lack of teaching. 
"One thing about my parents, they never discouraged us (a 
brother. Bob Evans, pitched in the St. Louis organization for 
several years). They never said ‘No’ when it cam e to playing 
baseball — or any other sport, for that m atter.” 
In concluding, Evans said, "I know it’s usually a different situa­ 
tion in most families, but we followed Mom around the countryside 
to watch her play. It’s usually the opposite.”

Army bombards food with rays 


P r e s i d e n t C a r t e r h a s 
recognized the grave problem 
posed by the estimated six to 
12 million illegal aliens in this 
c o u n t r y . 
H o w e v e r , 
hi s 
program to deal with it seem s 
flawed and unworkable. 
Carter proposes the follow­ 
ing major steps in dealing with 
illegal aliens: 
Amnesty for foreigners who 
entered the country before 
1970 and lived here continuous­ 
ly since. They could stay, be 
eligible tor most forms of 
federal aid and bring in their 
parents, spouses and children. 
‘Non-deportable’ status for 
those who came between 1970 
and last January 1. They could 
rem ain and work for five 
years after the law takes ef­ 
fect. 
Civil fines for employers 
who engage in a “pattern” of 
“ knowlingly” hiring illegal 
aliens. 
Adding 2,000 agents (about 
40 per cent) to the underman­ 
ned border patrol in hopes of 
slowing the flood of illegal 
border crossers. 
Carter’s proposed penalty of 
a $1,000 fine for hiring an il­ 
legal alien is weak and riddled 
with outs. For example, an 
employer would get off if the 
worker showed him a Social 


“Smoking, or non-smoking?’’

Vietnam, whatever 
There is no question that the anti­ 
sm okers are feeling their fledgling 
strength 
I have always been aware of 
the high conviction of the truly dedicated 
non-smoker, my father having been one. 
His feelings on the subject were very 
strong 
He grew up in the age of Lucy 
Page Gaston. This was the lady who ran 
for President of the United States as 
head of the Anti-Cigarette League of 
America. She discovered that cigarettes 
had a thing called “ furfural.’’ Furfural 
is somewhere described as a “colorless 
aro m atic, volatile, oily com pound 
formed by distilling bran and the like 
with sulphuric acid.’’ 
That certainly sounds bad, and Miss 
Your 
Representatives 
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Security card. Forgeries are 
cheap and easy to come by. In 
fact, the forgery of “amnesty 
kits” — faked documents — 
has become an industry in 
Mexican border towns in an­ 
ticipation of amnesty. 
Aliens will have great incen­ 
tive to be able to “prove” they 
were in the country before 
1970 or before the start of 1977, 
and massive resort to forgery 
must be expected. 
If Carter’s suggestions pass 
Congress, as a practical mat­ 
ter everyone who can show he 
was here before 1977 will be 
able to remain indefinitely — 
and eventually to bring his 
relatives. The typical alien has 
five m em bers of his im ­ 
mediate family at home, and 
thus our population could swell 
by as many as 40 million peo­ 
ple in the next few years. 
And this in a country that is 
having a desperate time 
providing enough jobs for its 
own citizens. 
And. in the minds of im­ 
poverished Mexican peasants 
— the major source of illegal 
immigration — one amnesty 
will be followed by another. 
They will figure if they can get 
into America and hide for a 
few years, they too will benefit 
from a future dispensation. 


Gaston believed it to be critically bad. 
“ fifty tim es as poisonous as ordinary 
alcohol ” Miss Gaston spent most of her 
life trying to extract out of innocent 
young boys a subscription to the Clean 
Life Pledge, and she carried Clean Life 
buttons to reward the conscripts. “ A boy 
is a great stickler for honor,’’ she said 
“Once he has signed our pledge, he 
would cut off his hand before he would 
break it." 
We all know that Miss Gaston’s 
crusade was unsuccessful, and indeed it 
is well known now that worse things than 
furfural have been found in cigarette 
tobacco, including c-r-c-n-g-n-c agents: 
still smoking increases 
But the drive 
against smoking isn’t spearheaded these 
days by the likes of Lucy Page Gaston, 
who tell you that you will die a horrible 
death if you smoke cigarettes, that they 
will destroy your red corpuscles, rob the 
body of its vitality and the mind of its 
keenness, shatter the nerves, dim the vi­ 
sion. impair the memory, weaken the 
will power, and ruin the prospects of suc­ 
cess The only effective lobby against the 
smokers is the nascent lobby of those 
who are offended by the smell of cigaret­ 
te tobacco smoke and demand sanctuary 
from it. 
How far is it reasonable to ask that 
they be obliged9 
Inevitably, one has to oblige the most 
demanding member of a lobby. Either 
there is a right to be protected from 
cigarette smoke or there isn’t. The man 
who doesn’t smoke but doesn’t much 
care whether others do is increasingly a 
social nuisance as is the man who. asked 
what he wants to drink, replies, 
“Anything.” 
It is better to ask for a 
m erin gue g la c e e sour, than for 
“anything ” And as. increasingly, one is 
asked whether one smokes or does not, in 
the airports, in the movie houses, in the 
occasional restaurant, you have to be 
em p h atic 
If you an a b sta in e r , 
travel about with your wife, a smoker, 
the rule is as easy as the predominant 
male pronoun governing the gender in 
Latin languages: 
you head for the table 
of smokers But there again, it becomes 
unfair, because some people do not 
mind, and others mind greatly. I have 
not heard of its happening, but it would 
not be surprising to read that the law 
acknowledges as a cause of sundering in- 
compatability the spouse who complains 
to the court that his partner smokes 
cigarettes 
Is there a moral9 Yes, it is this: for 
heaven’s sake keep the government out 
of the way 
Let the airlines, the 
restaurants, the steamships, the bus 
companies handle the problem 
They 
will devise flexible policies, 
to oblige 
those who demand protection from 
cigarette smokers, and those for whom 
protection is m ere velleity. 
The 
authority of the state should extend only 
to those airless public places in which air 
is necessarily compressed, like subway 
cars and lunar modules. 
Lucy Page 
Gaston would not be satisfied, but then 
as Trotsky said about violence — if you 
don’t like it, you picked the wrong cen­ 
tury to be born in — this is a bad century 
for people who object to tobacco smoke. 


WASHINGTON - The U.S. Army, 
never renowned for the excellence of the 
cuisine it serves to enlisted men, has 
now spent more than $50 million bom­ 
barding food with gamma and beta rays. 
This “Star Wars” treatment, known as 
food irradiation, was supposed to 
sterilize and prolong the life of the chow 
Instead, it m erely 
m a d e 
the 
food 
tasteless 
One report 
goes so far as to call it 
“inedible.” 
A confidential House 
report, prepared for 
Rep Thomas Downey. 
D-N.Y.. charges that 
the costly sterlization 
process has failed to 
produce a single edible 
morsel. 
He has called the 
scandal to the atten­ 
tion of the General Accounting Office. 
According to Downey, the Army has 
spent more than $50 7 million on irradia­ 
tion research over a 25-year period 
The bombardment of potatoes with 
gamma and beta rays, he alleges, has 
succeeded only in ruining them. “Most 
people prefer their potatoes.” he adds 
wryly, “with butter or sour cream.” 
He claims the project has been “a 
colossal assault on the federal treasury, 
with nothing to show for it but mutilated 
potatoes.” 
The confidential House 
report also concludes that the irradiation 
experiments have been “duplicative, 
wasteful, unnecessary and unproduc­ 
tive ” 
Footnote: 
An Army spokesman said 
Downey’s charges were irresponsible. 
The experiments, he insisted, have made 
a valuable contribution to science. 
BOOTLEG LAETRILE: The illegal 
drug Laetrile, labeled “hazardous” last 
week by Surgeon General Julius Rich­ 
mond. is being bootlegged in the shadow 
of the Capitol dome. 
It is a v a ila b le , along with a 
smorgasbord of political propaganda, 
from the Liberty Lobby. This is a right- 
wing pressure group, which packages ex­ 
tremist literature under patriotic titles 
It offers Laetrile, likewise, under the 
name “Amygdalin ” 
A Food and Drug official identified 
Amygdalin and Laetrile as essentially 
the same apricot-pit concoction. 
A 
Liberty Lobby spokesman, when pres­ 
sed, also conceded that Amygdalin was 
really Laetrile under another name. 
The Liberty Lobby features Amygdalin 
ads in its weekly newspaper, The 
Spotlight, which directs customers to an 
address three blocks from the Capitol 
Building 
Responding to the ad, our 
reporter, Peggy Davidson, found herself 
at Liberty Lobby headquarters. 
She laid out money for the advertised 
Amygdalin. But first, she was asked to 
sign a form declaring: “I state that none 


of the (drugs) are intended for use in 
diagnosis, cure, mitigation, alleviation, 
treatment or prevention of any disease 
and that none of the (drugs) have been 
represented to me as having any value 
for said uses by the vendor.” 
Such a disclaimer, a Food and Drug 
spokesman informed us, does not make 
the sale legal 
Yet the Liberty Lobby, 
having thus acknowledged the drug may 
be useless, offers 50 Amygdalin tablets 
for $14 or. for those wishing a high- 
powered dosage, a 100 triple-strength 
tablets for $90. 
For customers who 
might want to produce their own 
homemade Laetrile, a pound package of 
unprocessed apricot kernels is offered 
for $4 75 
But the sale, befitting a bootleg tran­ 
saction. cannot be completed over the 
counter. 
The customer merely hands 
over the money, the illegal tablets are 
delivered by mail. 
The Liberty Lobby spokesman insisted 
his group does not sell the drug but acts 
merely as a “drop and ship” agent for 
the advertiser. The latter is identified 
by the urgent le t t e r s SOS 
The 
spokesman would reveal only that the 
advertiser is based in California 
The relationship between the Libery 
Lobby and its mysterious advertiser, 
however, appears to be close. For the 
Amygdalin tablets eventually reached 
our reporter in a package also containing 
a Liberty Lobby membership applicatoin 
and a brochure touting Liberty Lobby 
books 
A review of Liberty Lobby literature 
indicates the group, meanwhile, is 
pushing Amygdalin and Armageddon 
with the same enthusiasm. 
YARMOLINSKY’S BACK: One of the 
whiz kids from the John F Kennedy era, 
who was hounded out of Washington by 
the late FBI chief J. Edgar Hoover, will 
soon be returning to government as a top 
disarmanent executive. 
He is Adam Yarmolinsky, the gnarled 
young firebrand who used to belong to 
defense secretary Robert McNamara’s 
inner circle 
Yarmolinsky, now mellow 
after his 11-year absence from the 
Washington turmoil, will be an assistant 
secretary at the Arms Control and Disar­ 
mament Agency. 
He used to be outspoken, even 
irritating, and he rubbed Hoover the 
wrong way. But it was a rumor that he 
might replace Hoover as the next FBI 
director that was the last straw. 
The story can now be told for the first 
time how a fuming Hoover ordered an 
“exhaustive review of the files” on Yar- 
molinsky 
Several FBI agents dropped 
everything to comb through every 
available scrap of information for dirt on 
Yarmolinsky. 
They found a few liberal speeches and 
discovered his poetess-mother had been 
accused of being a left-winger. But there 
was no real evidence against him. This 


didn't stop Hoover from leaking reports 
that Yarmolinsky was a “radical.” 
The whispering campaign was potent 
enough that Yarmolinsky, his career 
wrongly blemished, left Washington in 
disgust to teach. 
Footnote. Yarmolinsky declined to 
talk about the arms control job but con­ 
firmed that .he whispering campaign 
had been a factor in his departure from 
government in 1966 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - Anytime the 
so-called efficiency experts are turned 
loose, in government or in private in­ 
dustry. there is a risk they will cut into 
vital organs as well as bureaucratic fat. 
The dangers of over-enthusiasm are 
vividly illustrated by proposals of 
several top White House officials for 
“ r e f o r m i n g ” 
the 
troubled Occupational 
Safety and Health Ad­ 
ministration 
OSHA, a part of the 
Labor Department, is 
a sitting duck for the 
boys with the long 
knives Since its crea­ 
tion in 1970, it has 
b e c o m e the m o s t 
hated agency in the 
federal government, a 
horrible case study in 
superfluous 
paperwork, nit-picking regulations and 
mindless harassment of the private 
business community. 
Created by Congress to insure a safe 
and healthful work place for America’s 
employes. OSHA became the scourge of 
small businessmen. 
All but ignoring 
major environmental health problems, 
the agency focused it energies on 
drafting and enforcing an enormous 
array of detailed, picayune safety 
regulations that drove businessmen to 
distraction. 
President Carter correctly decided, 
shortly after his inauguration, that 
OSHA was a prime target for regulatory 
reform.

But as Marshall and Bingham started 
shifting OSHA’s focus away from petty 
safety standards and towards major 
hazards, some of Carter’s efficiency ex­ 
perts decided to go farther

economics adviser Charles Schultze and 
domestic affairs adviser Stuart Eizen-

Instead of attempting to define what 
constitutes a safe working environment, 
these officials said, OSHA and the rest of 
the government should make it more 
costly for business to operate unsafely — 
“for example, an improved workers’ 
compensation program or economic 
penalties tied to the injury rate.” 
The Lance-Schultze-Eizenstat memo 
took Marshall and Bingham completely 
by surprise. Labor Department officials 
say that both the secretary and the 
OSHA director vehemently disagree 
with the suggestion that all work safety 
regulations be abandoned. 
Sen. Harrison A. Williams Jr., D-N.J., 
chairm an of the Senate Human 
Resources Committee and principal 
author of the original OSHA legislation, 
has fired off a blistering letter to Carter 
protesting the thrust of the “reform” 
proposal 
“I am outraged,” he said, “at the 
suggestion that we let the compensation 
of injured workers be the only means of 
encouraging workplace safety. 
The 
suggestion that we do nothing to protect 
workers, and only compensate them and 
their families after they have been killed 
or maimed in our factories and shops, is 
a totally unacceptable policy for a nation 
which prides itself on its commitment to 
human rights.” 
Williams said he is all in favor of in­ 
creasing workers’ compensation benefits 
and adopting other economic incentives 
to encourage safer working conditions. 
Both he and Marshall vow to resist any 
move to eliminate preventive safety 
regulations. 
They may have a tough fight on their 
hands. Although an aide to Marshall ex­ 
pressed confidence that Carter will side 
with his Labor Secretary, the president 
— in his Yazoo City, Miss town meeting 
— appeared to adopt the opposite view 
Since an inter-agency task force will 
not complete its review of OSHA until 
March 1978, the argument is unlikely to 
be settled anytime soon. But it will be a 
revealing test of the administration’s ap­ 
proach to regulatory reform.
